TERROR IN DUNDEE. 


The afternoon. train. which . left 
Waverley Station at 4.15 p.m. on that 
fateful Sunday had steamed into St. 
Fort Station, a few miles from. the south 
end of the bridge, at 7.8 p.m., reaching 
the viaduct about five minutes after- 
wards. Three minutes later—as shown 
by the stopped watch, 
on the guard’s body—and when . the 
central arches of the bridge, numbering 
thirteen immense girders, were hurled 
into the deep below, the train, composed 
of an engine. five carriages. and a brake- 
van, with all ats freight of humhn souls, 
had also been precipitated ‘into thr 
estuary of the Tav. 

What strange hurrying to and fro 
there was on that memorable night. by 
the Tavside; and what * nursing of che 
hopes that keep alive despair!’’ Not 
likely was it that the people of Dundee 
would ever forget the moments; few 
crowded with emoticon, which passed from 
the time when their worst suspicions were 
aroused until they were fully verified. 
Such an exrerience could not be erased. 
Even new, after the lapse of years, it is 
impossible: to read with composure the 
history of the period of anxiety and 
suspense.

The crowds on the Esplanade and river 
bank foliowed with strained eyes the long 
white line of the bridge, or peered into the 
nizht to see what had become of the 
Edinburgh train.

Feast of Dedications. 


While the world of Ghristians is cele- 
brating the Nativity the Jewish world 
celebrates an occasion which has some 
bearing upon the greater occurrence. in 
the second century before Christ the land 
of Judea was groaning under the oppres- 
sion of Antiochus Epiphanes, who had 
occupied Jerusalem in order to be befove- 
hand: with the Romans, whose arms were 
now turning to new triumphs in the 
Middle East. Antiochus succeeded in ce- 
filing the Temple in an attempt to intor- 
fere with the provisions of the Mosaic 
Law. He was assisted by the Hellenising 
elements in Jewish society, but a strong 
national spirit was awakened, and under 
‘the inspiration of the Maccabei, * tise 
abomination of desolation standing where 
it ought not ” was evicted.from the sacred 
precincts. It was on the 25th of the 
month Kislev that Judas Maccabeus 
entered the Holy City and relighted the 
lamp that burned continually im the 
Temple, finding a last tiny phial of oil 
undefiled by hand of pagan, the contents 
of which- burned miraculousiy for eight 
days. In thanksgiving for this release from 
alien pollution and the re-dedication of 
the Temple, signified by the re-lighting ot 
the Neir Hatomid, the Jews instituted the 
Feast of Dedications, when ah eigit- 
branched (one branch for every day of the 
miraculonsly conserved oil) candelabru:n

Irish Admiral’s Retirement. 


Admiral Sir Algernon D. FE. H. Boyle, 
K.C.B., C.B., C.M.G., who because of his 
troublesome complaint of deafness has 
resigned his position. as one of the 
nominated members of the London County 
Council on the Port of London Authority, 
is the sixth son of the fifth Earl of 
Shannon, and consequently the uncle of 
the present Earl, who is the eighth holder 
of the Shannon title. 

Admiral Sir Algernon Boyle, who was 
born in 1871, joined the Royal Navy 
when he was thirteep years of age. He 
secured quick promotion from lieutenant 
in 1891 to a captaincy in 1907, and in 
1919 he was promoted Rear Admiral, and 
in 1924 Vice-Admiral, his full Admiral’s 
flag coming in 1928. 

He served with distinction in_ the 
European War and was mentioned in 
despatches on four occasions. He received 
many honours, including the C.B. and 
the C.M.G., and in 1901 was created a 
member of the Victorian Order. Several 
foreign decorations were also bestowed 
upon him. In 1918 he was appointed 
Aide-de-Camp to the King, and for four 
years, from 1920, he served as Fourth 
Sea Lord at the Admiralty. 

Admiral Boyle has been a_ valuable 
member of the Port of London Authority, 
to which he was appointed four years 
ago, and his fellow-members will regret 
that he has found it necessary to resign 
his seat. 


Her Little Feet. 


When passing by the South City 
Markets the other day I noticed a lady 
who had suddenly found herself minus a 
shoe. The heel had slipped neatly into 
one of the openings in a grating in the 
footpath, and for the moment stayed 
there. With complete presence of mind 
the victim smilingly called for help, hold- 
ing the hee] of the bereaved foot in the air 
(through force of habit, no doubt), until the 
shoe was recOvered.

Queen's University s New Chairman. 


The Right Hon. Mr. Justice Brown, who 
has just been elected Chairman of Con- 
vocation of Queen’s University, Belfast, 
has done very valuable work for that in- 
stitution, of which for some time he has 
been deputy-chair- 
man under the late 
Sir John Campbell. 

Mr. Justice Brown, 
who is fifty years ot 
age, is the second son 
of the late Mr. 
James A. Brown, a 
well-known merchant 
at Newtownards, Co. 
Down. 

Choosing the law 
for a career, he was 
called to the Irish 
Bar in 1907, and was 
appointed a King’s 
Counsel in 1918. He 
was called to tie English Bar at Gray’s 
Inn in 1919. 

He was elected a Unionist member of 
Parliament in 1918; in 1921 he was ap- 
pointed Solicitor-General, and later in 
that year became Attorney-General. Since 
1922 he has been a Judge of the High 
Court of Northern Ireland. 

Mr. Justice Brown was educated at 
Campbell College, whence he proceeded to 
Queen’s University.

Unlike Tolstoi and moderns like 
Barbusse, Hemingway, Graves and Sassoon, 
who have written of the World War 
Zola had no personal experience 0! 
the war around which he wrote his novel, 
and it was written about twenty years 
after hostilities. .He had conceived the 
idea of it long before that, and even at 
that early stage he knew that it would 
bring him an accusation of being an enemy 
of France. It is to be remembered, too, 
that “ La Débadcle’’ was only one of a long 
series of novels in which, quite 
definite plan, Zola was 
tragedy and comedy of humanity. 

His very method of composing “ La | 
Débdécle’’ was spectacular and sensational. 
He all sorts of combatants | 
and including peasants and 
intellectuals, letters, 
illiterate as well as informing, and 
actually travelled over the battlefields for 
days in the company of a guide before he 
wrote a word of the book. Paris news- 
papers sent reporters to record his 
progress, and he toiled as laboriously as an 
archeologist on a field expedition. 

When he had finished he had certainly 
done a thorough job. “TI want, he said, 
‘‘to put the whole world into it, Hence 
my torments, my desire for enormity 
and totality.”” He got it; and ' La 
Débdcle’’ was. in fact, a great effort in 
pitiless social documentation. ;

new holdings. In respect of the completion 
of proceedings which had been initia under 
the Acts of 1903-9, the Land Commission 
vested during the year ended the 3lst March, 

1929, a total area of 150,081 acres in 5,187 
purchasers on resale of estates purchased by 
the Estates Commissioners and the Congested 
Districts Board for a total resale price of 
£852,622 | 

A total of £232,000 was expended during 
the year on the improvement of estates. In 
respect of the distribution of purchase moneys 
under the Land Acts of 1903-29 and 1923-27 a 
sum of £1,454,403 was distributed by the 
Judicial Commissioner during the year. A 
total of £3,219,679 was collected by the Land 
Commission during the year on account of 
land Purchase annuities, leaving an arrear of 
£413,521 due at 3lst March, 1929, which, on 
the lst July, 1929, had been reduced to 
£292,795. . 

PURCHASE PROCEEDINGS. 

The report closes with a summary of the 
purchase proceedings under all the Land Acts 
from 1870, which includes a statement. of the 
empletion by the Land Commission of pro- 
ceedings perding at 31st March, 1925, under 
the Acts cf 1903-1909. 

“During the six years from Ist April, 1425, 
to3lst March, 1929, in respect of proceedings 
for direct sales between landlord and tenant, 
which had been instituted under the Land 
Acts 1903-9, but had not been brought to 
completion at the date of transfer of the 
land Wommission to the Government of 
Saorstat Eireann, advances were made 
amounting te £3,592,356 (which, together with 
£71,078 cash lodged by BP gy ute the 
total purchase money £35,669,4354), represent- 
ing 14,572 holdings, comprising 436,225 acres.

STORM. 


TWO ‘VESSELS “LIMP 
INTO WATERFORD. 


CREWS’ TALES 


WORST EXPERIENCE FOR 
MANY YEARS. 


Tales of the sea are always thrilling. 
Few outside fiction can equal what 
has been related by -the captains of 
two vessels which reached Waterford 
in disabled condition yesterday. 

The vessels are ss. Oak, of Newry, from 
Cardiff to Waterford, with 3,000 tons 


of coal, and the steam trawler 
Oceanic, Milford Haven. 
Both vessels arrived at Waterford, 


presenting the appearance of having 
gone through a most trying ordeal. 


BAILED WITH BUCKETS 


CREW UNABLE TO TAKE A 
MEAL. 


The ss. Oak had a strenuous twenty- 
four hours’ struggle with a gale of terrific 
intensity. She left Cardiff on Christmas 
Eve, and ran into the teeth of the worst 
storm known to her captain or crew during 
their seafaring experience. Lashed by 
stinging winds and buffeted by enormous 
seas she soon lost everything of a portable 
nature on deck. 

To add to the troubles of | her hard 
struggling crew of sixteen, it was dis- 
covered that the packing of her stern tube 
had peeled or been torn away, thus causing 
a leak through which she took in great 
volumes of water. : 

But worse was yet to come. When one of 
her firemen descended into the bilges to 
start the pumps it was found that they 
were eestaable. 

All hands at once set to bail her out, as 


much as they could with buckets. This 
meant endless toil for the crew, who 
Jaboured unremiftingly all through 
Christmas Day and all the following 


night without time to snatch even a meal, 
The vessel was by his time at the mercy 
of the waves, and the crew began to fear 
for her safety. 

Fortunately, however, the weather 
moderated on St. Stephen’s Day, and, by 
good seamanship combined with not a 
little good luck, the skipper (Captain 
McKee) was able to manceuvre his craft 
into Waterford Harbour in a sadly 
battered, unkempt and crippled condition. 
Pending examination, it is impossible to 
estimate the damage, which is consider- 


able. 


SIXTY HOURS’ FIGHT. 


BATTERED BY BIG SEAS. 

Not less perilous was the condition of 
the steam trawler Oceanic. She left for 
her fishing grounds on Christmas Eve, and 
the duration of her battle with the gale 
was practically sixty hours. When off 
Minehead she encountered the full force 
of an eighty mile an hour gale. Put 
about four square to the gale, the Yceanic 
could do no more than hold her own, not 
being able to make the slightest headwav 
jor hours and hours, 

Mountainous seas meantime battered 
her. So strong were the forces against her 
that her bows. were partially stove in. 

Notwithstanding her gallant fight, she 
was yet to meet with further disaster. Her 
rudder was badly broken and twisted ; she 
shipped heavy seas, and all hands were 
ordered to the pumps. 

Despite the most strenuous eydeavours 
of her crew of nine, the water continued to 
rise and her sluggish gait sugyested yet 
another misfortune. It then became 
apparent that water was entering from 
below, and it was found that the bottoin 
plate had been displaced. By ceaseless 
work at the pumps the crew, managed to 
keep the vessel afloat until her skipper, 
seeking what shelter he could close to the 
coast, brought his vessel into calmer water 
in Dunmore Harbour. 

The crew were then in a very exlausted 
state, and on arrival at Waterford yester- 
day showed signs of their ordeal. 

The mate, Preston, of Galston, told our 
correspondent how he had at one period 
almost given up hope,’ which was but 
faintly renewed with the appearance of 
daylight. The gale was, he said, the 
worst ne had known in his forty-seven 
years’ experience.

SQUIRE FOUND SHOT. 


DISCOVERY BY A WORKMAN. 


Captain Charles Ivor Smith Ryland; Squire 
of Barford, near Warwick, and Joint Master 
of the Warwickshire Foxhounds, was found 
shot in the grounds of his home, Barford 
Hill, yesterday morning, and died late in the 
afternoon. 

The discovery was made by a workman on 
the estate, who on hearing a shot made a 
search. Coming to the boathouse he looked 
through the shrubs towards the river and 
saw Captain Smith Ryland lying there. He 
was shot through the head, but was still 
alive. The Captain was taken to his house, 
where he lingered all day. 

Captain Smith was due to meet the hounds 
at Broughton Castle, near Banbury, and his 
groom had left with his hé@®ses when the 
discovery was made. Some surprise was felt 
that the joint master had not arrived, but 
there was no suspicion that anything serious 
had happened and the hounds proceeded to 
draw cover. 

Captain Smith Ryland was thirty-one and 
was Lord of the Manor of Sherborne. He 
served in the Coldstream Guards in 1916 as 
a Lieutenant, later becoming a captain in 
the Warwickshire Yeomanry. He was a 
former Sheriff of Warwickshire, He married 
in 1919 Lelie Mary, youngest daughter of the 
Hon. M. G. Tollemache.

Mr. Snowden’s Plans. 

The parliamentary duel on Christmas 
Eve. between Mr. Philip Snowden ‘and 
Mr. Winston Churchill has drawn atten- 
tion “to the. serious danger of. increased 
taxation. in the next British Budget. 
The thin end of the Socialist wedge has 
beén insinuated very adroitly. underneath 
the nation's social system. - Mr. Snowden 
already has admitted tliat’ Socialist legis- 
lation-.will. impose an additional burden 


| of £8,243,000 on the taxpayers during the 


present year, and that next year this sum 
will be increased to £18,967,000. Now it 
appears that still further imposts will be 
necessary. Amendments to the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Bill will cost £250,000 
this year and £2,000,000 next year and 
before the end of March a substantial sum 
must be. found for. the Ministry of 
Fisheries. During the next financial 
year, therefore, more than £20,000,000 
must be raised, in addition to the normal 
requirements of the Treasury ; and nobody 
knows what new schemes Mr. Snowden 
may have up his sleeve for the forthcom- 
ing Budget. The National Union of 
Manufacturers takes a grave view of the 
situation. It has issued a protest, in 
which it accuses‘ the Government of “a 
continuous piling up of taxes,’’ and points 
to the fact that, since Mr. Macdonald’s 
Government came into power, there has 
been a marked increase in the number of 
unemployed persons in Great - Britain. 
The latest figures show that the actual 
increase is 32,478 over the total for the 
corresponding date in 1928. Thus all the 
efforts -of the Lord Privy Seal to provide 
jobs for the workless seem to have mis- 
carried, and the: prospects for the new 
year are decidédly gloomy.

the next election. If this belief is well 
founded, the enemies of Britain will have

Those who consider that 
a dictatorship must signify the oppression 
of mankind will do well to reflect upon 
the truth that the Dictator’s mild rebuke 
of a cruel sport, which a consultative body 
was slow to endorse, probably would have 
been. reversed completely by any demo- 
cratic Parliament in Spain. ‘The door, 
however, has been opened to humanitarian 
doctrine. It remains to be seen whether the 
restoration of constitutiona] government— 
which is expected to take place during the 
coming year—will see further progress in 
the curbing of unworthy public amuse 
ments.
